by the opponents of thie measure. But there are 
many in British Columbia who do not happen to 
possess the advantage of such experience ; and 
it is chiefly out of conbideration to that’ class 
‘ that’ we would desire to have the subject thor- 
ouglily discussed; It is sometimes usefal, in 
cotisidering a subject df this character, to exam- 
ine carefully the motives which impel to opposi- 
tion or support ; and here we would ask, , what 
possible motive can adtuate those who advocate 
a wild land tax other than a desire for the pab- 
lie good? The interests of agricultare and the 
revenue are what they seek to promote. There 
is no place for any private interest or secret ad- 
vantage. Nay, moré, many of those who are 
advocating this measure are themselves the own- 
ers of lands whigh will come under its operations ; 
but a deep conviction that it will conduce mate- 
rially to the interests of the colony leads them 
te sink interests of a personal and subordinate 
character. But far otherwise is it with the other 
side. Those—and wé are happy to know that 
they are namerically ;small—who have placed 
themselves in opposition to the measure may in- 
scribe -“ pro bono publice” upon their banners ; 
but we look in vain for anything to justify the 
assumption, Nay, on is inevitably led ‘to the 
conclusion that there is an axe to grind some- 
where—a private interest to protect, a friend or 
elient to serve, Thé assertion that compari- 
sons ought not to be instituted between this 
X eolony and those watered by the Atlantic is searct- 
ly correct. It was in the early history of Prince 
Edward Island, when’“as yet very little land was 
in the bands of actual séttlers, that a remedy 
was songht for land:monopoly. A half-penny 
per_acre was levied upon all unoccapied lands 
held by private parties, a tax which brough £12,- 
000 a year into the pablic treasury and had the 
elfect of speedily curing the evil.
